this meeting. 


Tho fact that the railroads and the 


anthracite magnates agreed and did 
respond to Manna's Invitation to at- 
tend today's meeting Is a great victo- 
ry for the federation.

of nineteen hundred these presidents 
singly and collectively refused'to treat 
with the mine workers.

long ago. 
From time Immemorial a 


least observing the vernal equlnoj 
has been observed among the nations 
o! men.

ttrwards separated Into the Arabs 
the Jews and the Phoeneclans. al 
ways celebrated thf coming of spring 
rvith a feast.

SPARKS FROM THE WIRES. 


New York, March 27.—Lawyer Al- 


bert H. Patrick, for the last nine weeks 
on trial charged with the murder ot 
Millionaire William Marsh Rice 
on 


Sept. 23. 1900, wan'found guilty. 


Recorder Goff began hln charge to 


'.the jury Immediately after court con- 
vened. He charged them that the peo- 
ple's ease rested on three propositions, 
v.-:-.!cli. If proved to the jury's satisfac- 
tion beyond all reasonable doubt, they 


• should return u verdict of guilty; .If 


not, a' verdict of acquittal. 


These three propositions, he con- 


tinued, were : (1) That Jones, on Sept. 
23, 1900, placed a chloroformed cone 
over the'face of W. SI. Rice, with In- 
tent to kill him: (2) that Rice's death 
resulted from 
chloroform poisoning, 


and no other cause; and (3) that Pat- 
rick instigated, aided, abetted, or pro- 
cured the commission of the crime by 
• Jones. 


Continuing, the court charged that If 


Patrick and Jones were engaged In a 
conspiracy to murder 
Rice. Patrick 


was equally guilty with Jones, and that 
the testimony of the latter, though a not j)P found, 
self-confessed murderer, -was compe- 
tent, as pne of the perils of committing 
crime was the danger of betrayal by 
an associate. The law. he said, re- 
quired the testimony of an accomplice 
to be corroborated, but the corrobora- 
tlon might be circumstantial and need 
only tend to connect the1 defendant 
with th'e crime and must not necessar- 
ily of Itself be sufficient to proVe the 
defendant guilty. 


The Jury was brought In. Patrick. 


in charge of a court ofllcer. stepped 
Into the room Immediately behind the 
twelve men. 
He stroked 
his beard 


nonchalantly as Clerk Brophy arose 
and. In solemn tones. Inquired: 


"Gentlemen of the Jury, have you 


agreed upon a verdict?" 


"We have," said Foreman Machell, 


and a ripple of excitement ran around 
the courtroom. Patrick took one fur- 
tive look at his father and then faced 
the jury again. The recorder cau- 
tioned the spectators to remain quiet, 
and Clerk Urophy. ordering the Jury 
to rise, said: 


"Jurors, look upon 
the 
prisoner. 


Prisoner, look upon the jurors." 


Patrick gazed unflinchingly at 
the 


twelve men as they turned their eyes 
upon him. 


"How say you. gentlemen 
of 
the 


jury." continued Clerk Brophy. "What 


• Is your verdict?" 


"Guilty." 
Patrick never flinched. Old Captain 


Patrick squared his shoulders. 


"Do you find the defendant guilty ot 


murder In the first degree, as charged 
In the Indictment?" askad the clerk. 


"Guilty of murder," responded the 


foreman. 
, 


Mr. House arose" and asked that tho 


Jury be polled, which was done. 'Mr. 
House then asked for time in which to 
prepare the motions for a new trial 
and to sot aside the verdict. The re- 
corder set Monday week as the time 
of passing Kentenre. 


Patrick walked out, head still erect, 


and motioned to bis father, as 
he 


passed down the prisoners' gangway 
to meet him at the door leading to the 
prison pen.

up 


heavily and walked slowly toward tho 
door. He was halted by a' court at- 
tendant and hud to sit until court was 
adjourned, wla-n he joined his son.

n-lvance dated ten days ago. they have 
attempted to write nt old rates, and 
have been turned down.
